Second trans-Atlantic flight 


Bo b Sparks 


An East Coast adventurer who drew 
local attention last summer by launching a 
70-foot hot air balloon from the State 
Fairgrounds plans to cross the Atlantic 
Ocean on July 4. 
Bob Sparks, pilot for the Lark balloon, 
said Wednesday he is taking on the 
challenge because “ I just want to do it ’ 


Sparics treated Sedalians to an eye­ 
catching ejqperience during the State Fair 
last year as he piloted his crimson craft at 
about 200 feet over residential areas and 
rolling farmland. 


A “ chase crew” followed the balloon 
along paved roads and met Sparks as he 
landed the craft in an enclosed field on the 
C. W. Mathieson farm, about three miles 
north of Sedalia. 
Sparks and his two-man chase crew then 
attached a rope to the balloon’s gondola (or 
basket) and gave neighbors a brief lift in 
the contraption. 


The 39-year-old aeronautist, who once 
described ballooning as “ floating on a sea 
of air,” hopes to be the first person to float 
across the Atlantic Ocean in a balloon. 


The July 4 flight will be Sparks’ second 
attempt at the long-distance aeronautics 
feat. In the summer of 1973, Sparks 
launched a helium balloon from the coast of 
Maine. His adventure, however, was cut 
short by an electrical storm. 


Lightning bounced around the balloon 
and “ came through, like right under my 
chin,” Sparks said. He finally was forced to 
land in the water about 45 miles from 
Newfoundland. 


Sparks, who has been in the balloon 
business for about eight years, already has 
established five world records in the sport 


He said, however, he does not consider 
himself a “ thrill-seeker .”

In doing this, the committee failed to 
delete the word “ municipality” from a 
section of the bill which states that a 
hearing is required by “ the governing body 
of a county or municipality...” before a 
license can be granted

county (pvernment),” Mathewson said. 
He said the technicality was discovered 
Wednesday afternoon when the bill was 
passed out to members of the House.

Gandhi is found guilty 
of cam paign misdeeds 


NEW DELHI, India (AP) - 
A judge convicted Prime Minis­ 
ter Indira Gandhi today (A 
wrongfully using government 
officials in her last successful 
campaign for Parliament and 
b a rr^ her from public office 
for six years. But a spokesman 
for Mrs. Gandhi said she would 
remain in office while appeal­ 
ing to the Supreme Court to set 
aside the conviction. 
The judge in sentencing the 
57-year-old 
prime 
minister 
stayed the sentence for 20 days 
so 
she 
could 
appeal. 
Her 
spokesman 
said 
the 
appeal 
would probably be filed Friday, 
and it was expected to include 
a request that the Supreme 
Court continue the stay on the 
sentence until it decided on the 
appeal. 
That could take months. 
Mrs. Gandhi has headed the 
I n d i a n 
government 
since 
January 19 6 6 and is the first In­ 
dian 
prime 
minister to 
be 
threatened with ouster by judi­ 
cial process. Her two predeces­ 
sors — her father, Jawaharlal 
Nehru, 
and 
Lai 
Bahadur 
Shastri — died in office. 
Mrs. Gandhi was convicted 
by Judge Jag Mohanlal Sinha 
in Allahabad, her hometown in 
northern India which gave her 
a 
landsUde, 
183.OOO-to-71,000- 
vote victory in 19 71 over R aj 
Narain, a Socialist. 
Narain went to court with a 
number of charges under the 
corrupt practices act. The trial

was lengthy, with 6 0 witnesses 
for the prosecution and 37 for 
the defense. Mrs. Gandhi her­ 
self took the stand for two 
days, the first prime minister 
since independence in 19 47 to 
appear in court. She denied all 
the charges. 
Judge Sinha found Mrs. Gan­ 
dhi innocent of most of the 
charges against her, including 
that she exceeded the $4,500 
l i m i t 
on 
campaign 
ex­ 
penditures, 
that 
she 
cam­ 
paigned in Indian air force air­ 
craft, that her campaign sym­ 
bol — a cow and a calf — was 
a veiled religious appeal to the 


Hindu majority and that her 
supporters tried to bribe voters 
by distributing free blankets 
and clothes. 
But he found her guilty oi the 
chief charge against her: that 
she used government officials 
in 
her 
campaign, 
including 
Yashpal Kapoor, a member of 
her secretariat in New Delhi 
when the campaign started 
Mrs. Gandhi is the daughter 
of the late Jawaharlal Nehru, 
one of the towering figures of 
Indian 
nationalism 
and 
the 
country’s prime minister from 
independence in 19 47 until 19 6 4. 
H e r 
father’s 
associates 
picked her to be prime minister 
after the death of Nehru’s suc­ 
cessor, L.B. Shastri, in 19 6 6 be­ 
cause they thought they could 
control her. But in 19 6 9 she 
split the party in a battle with 
its conservative leaders, vigor­ 
ously pushed a program of so­ 
cialist policies and in 19 71 con­ 
solidated her power with a 
smashing victory. 
Mrs. 
Gandhi’s 
p(^ularity 
reached its peak at the begin­ 
ning of 19 72 followii^ India’s 
decisive victory over Pakistan 
in the war that won independ­ 
ence for Bangladesh. But since 
then the government has been 
buffeted by massive recurrent 
problems it has been unable to 
solve, including population in­ 
crease, drought and food short­ 
age, 
lagging 
industrial 
ex­ 
pansion, sectionalism and cor­ 
ruption. 


CIA finally delivers

WASHINGTON (AP) - Near­ 
ly eight years ago. a letter was 
mailed from the Soviet Union 
to Robert M. McElwain, a Mas­ 
sachusetts schoolteacher. 
It never reached its destina­ 
tion, but McElwain has finally 
received a cc^y of it, courtesy 
of 
the 
Central 
Intelligence 
Agency. 
McElwain wrote the CIA sev­ 
eral months ago, asking to see 
any file it might have compiled 
on him. He made his request 
under the Freedom of Informa­ 
tion Act. He hardly e?q)ected 
the agency to know who he 
was. 
But McElwain received a 
brief letter, noting the CIA had 
a “ single reference” to the 38- 
year-old Harvard, Mass., resi­ 
dent who teaches French and 
Spanish in a Lincoln, Mass., 
junior high school. 
The file was “ classified and 
divulges 
intelligence 
sources 
and methods,” the CIA letter 
said, and could therefore not be 
released 
H is c u r i o s i t y aroused, 
McElwain decided to appeal 
the decision and enlisted the 
aid of his congressman. Rep. 
Robert F Drinan, D-Mass. 
On May 21, John F. Blake, 
chairman of the CIA’s Informa­ 
tion Review Committee, sent 
McElwain a letter informing 


him that the agency now had 
decided to release the file. It 
contained a copy of the missing 
letter from the Soviet Union. 
The Soviet letter was written 
Aug. 18, 19 6 7, by a Russian 
teacher whom McElwain and 
his wife had met sometime ear­ 
lier while the Russian was 
studying at Harvard Business 
School. 
In 6 4 words, including saluta­ 
tions and closing, the Russian 
said 
he 
was 
preparing 
his 
teaching materials and planned 
to s p e ^ his vacation at the 
Black Sea. 
The CIA decided the message 
was worth saving on microfilm, 
but it says it does not know 
why the original letter never 
reached McElwain. 
“ We can all wonder as much 
as we want to, but we’re not 
going to discuss the matter fur­ 
ther,” a CIA spokesman said. 
The Rockefeller Commission 
report on the CIA, issuecKTues- 
day, said the mail (^ n in g was 
unlawful and did not meet na­ 
tional 
security 
criteria 
that 
would have made it legal. The 
operation was halted in 19 73 
when the chief postal inspector 
refused to allow it to continue 
without high-level approval. 
“ I guess I’m past the pdnt of 
being outraged, but it maddens 
me, ” the teacher said, recalling 
that the disappearance of the 
Russian’s letter interrupted a 
budding friendship. 


He said he originally wrote to 
his friend after the Russian re­ 
turned to the Soviet Union. But 
when he didn’t get a reply, he 
decided not to write again be­ 
cause he feared the Soviet gov­ 
ernment would disapprove. 
“ Finally, after seven years, 1 
discover that he . . . had re­ 
plied,” McElwain said. “ I had 
thought that it was their gov­ 
ernment which must have lifted 
my letter! Now I discover that 
it was our own government 
which lifted his and kept it, 
thereby arbitrarily cutting off 
our friendship.”

DEAR POLLY — Some people put all their eggs in one 
basket. Due to the high cost of postage I am putting all my 
hints in one envelope 
Never throw away those precious bits and pieces that 
settle in the bottom of potato and com chip bags but toss 
them in your salad at the last minute to add a mcesurpnse 
crunch. (Also good to top casseroles, particularly tuna fish 
ones — Polly.) 
Save that old coffee percolator stem brush It is great to 
use for cleaning behind the toilet water tank Some of the 
dirt seems to grab the moisture and gets really caked on the 
wall. There is so little spat*e between the tank and wall other 
brushes will not work but this one is ideal The stubby 
bristles let you scrub and loosen that caked-on dust I find it 
wonderful for doing a nitty-gritty and thorough cleaning job 
When I had a sink full of potatoes and carrots from our 
garden to clean I found my husband had used my vegetable 
brush to clean the white wall tires on the car. Having nothing 
else I found my nail and hand scrubbing brush (sterilized 
first of course) worked better than anything I had ever tried 
The nylon bristles removed all the dirt lurking in even the 
smallest dimples and wrinkles and its sturdier handle 
allowed me to do a thorough job in much less time In fact, 
they were so clean I did not have to peel them W ith the skins 
on we felt we were getting more vitamins and nutnents —

DEAR POLLY — Every time I make a meringue pie I end 
up with a soggy pie crust The bquid forms between the 
meringue and filling This liquid is absorbed by the crust 
when the pie is cut. Also my pie shells always shnnk so badly 
even with a lot of pricking — MRS T J S 


DEAR MRS. T J 5 . — Betty , my right band helper, is a 


great cook. She savs putting too much sugar in the meringue 
causes it to “leak. ” Some cooks say that glazing the bottom 
of the uncooked crust with egg yolk and then cooking a 
couple of minutes longer than usual keeps the crust from 
becoming soggy. 
As for the unfilled crust shrinking, Betty also says she 


watches hers almost constantly and keeps on pricking with a 
fork. Another pie pan filled with dried beans can be placed 
inside the crust to be baked and left during the baking time 
to eliminate this problem. — POLLY.

The d o cu ments all^e that Franc-e 
wanted to break the o il-p ro d u cing cartel 
back in December, 1973. The French 
believ ed that the co nsu ming co u ntries 
co u ld hav e p rev ented the d isastro u s p rice 
rise if they had sto o d to gether, acco rd ing to 
the d o cu ments.

This co mp letely co ntrad icts the p o p u lar 
imp ressio n that France, mo re than any 
o ther natio n, refu sed to ho ld the bne 
against the o il increase and , thereby , 
p recip itated the co llap se o f co nsu mer 
so Ud arity . 


Bu t the d o cu ments lay the blame o n 
Secretary o f State Henry 
Kissinger, 
claiming he fav o red co o p eratio n instead o f 
co nfro ntatio n with the o il blo c. His p u rsu it 
o f a Mid d le East settlement, it is alleged , 
led him to take a so ft line with the Arabs o n 
o il. 
“He seemed to . 
• u nd erestimate 
eco no mics and o v erestimate the Mid d le 
East 
p o litical p ro blem,” 
states 
o ne 
co nfid ential p ap er. 


There is no d isp u te abo u t what hap p ened 
thereafter. The 13 natio ns, which co ntro l 85

internatio nal co mmerce, q u ad ru p led the

The co nsu ming natio ns scrambled to

Oil that was p ro d u ced in the 
Mid d le East fo r 11 cents a barrel su d d enly 
began selling fo r $11 a barrel. So me frantic 
co mp anies bid u p the p rice o f o il as high as

This gav e the Western wo rld the greatest 
jo lt since Wo rld War U. There was a 
massiv e transfer o f wealth fro m the 
co nsu ming co u ntries to the o il p ro d u cers. 
The wo rld ’s financial sy stem was strained 
to the breaking p o int. And the ind u strial 
natio ns were p lu nged into an eco no mic 
“crisis. 
No w the o il p o tentates, ev en as they are 
wallo wing in their new wealth,are talking 
abo u t raising p rices ano ther $1 p er barrel 
in Sep tember. This co ntinu ing eco no mic 
assau lt u p o n the cMl-imp o rting natio ns has 
cau sed mo re d amage than a military 
attack.

“Po rtu gal’s rev o lu tio n has enco u raged a 
sense o f imp ermanenc'e and imp end ing 
change here,” say s a fo reign d ip lo mat in 
Sp ain. “It’s mad e p eo p le aware that no 
institu tio n is eternal.” 
Sp aniard s can be p ard o ned if they 
believ e 
in 
eternal 
institu tio ns. 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco has ru n a 
right-wing d ictato rship since the end o f the 
Sp anish Civ il War. He is the o nly p re-Wo rld 
War II head o f state still in o Hice. Fo r a 
while last su mmer, after su ffering a near- 
fatal stro ke. Franco relinq u ished p o wer to 
his hand -p icked su ccesso r, Prince Ju an 
Carlo s, bu t he reco v ered and , altho u gh 82 
y ears o ld and frail, o nce mo re is in charge. 


Nev ertheless, fo r a lo ng time Sp aniard s 
hav e been asking, “After Franco what?” 
The Po rtu gu ese situ atio n has intensified 
sp ecu latio n. 


Assessments o f Po rtu gal’s influ enc‘e o n 
Sp ain d ep end o n who ’s d o ing the assessing. 
The 
far 
right 
sees 
Po rtu gal as 
a 
co nfirmatio n o f their wo rst fears, a 
warning to tighten the screws o r face the 
same kind o f leftist takeo v er. Mo d erates, 
o n the o ther hand , co ntend that the way to 
av o id a far-left tilt is to ease u p o n 
rep ressio n no w. They ’re bu o y ed by the 
stro ng sho wing o t So cialist and mo d erate 
leftists in the recent Po rtu gu ese electio n. 


All sid es generally agree that imp o rtant 
basic d ifferences ex ist between Sp ain and 
Po rtu gal which lessen the likeliho o d o f 
Sp ain go ing the same way . 
One is the military . The Sp anish army 
has no t go ne thro u gh a co lo nial war like the 
o ne which help ed rad icalize Po rtu gal’s 
y o u ng so ld iers. The Sp anish armed fo rces 
are said to be mo re interested in keep ir^ 
o rd er than in refo rming so ciety . 


Ano ther d ifference is seen in the Sp anish 
Co mmu nist p arty . It d o es no t ko wto w to 
the 
Ru ssian 
line, 
as 
Po rtu gu ese 
Co mmu nists d o , bu t rather is mo re in the 
sty le o f Italian o r French Co mmu nist 
p arties, willing to jo in a natio nal-fro nt 
go v ernment with S(X!ialists and o ther 
leftists. When Sp anish Co mmu nist lead ers 
v isited Po rtu gal, they were gu ests o f the 
So cialist p arty there, no t the Co mmu nists.

Asso ciatio n. 
“ If that happened, I do n’t 
kno w what the play ers wo uld 
do ,” said Ed Garv ey , the un­ 
io n’s ex ecutiv e directo r.

Bureaucrat 


wants ¡ob 
to be cut 


WASHINGTON (A P) - 
Jubal Hale, a federal official 
who listens to Beethoven re­ 
cords w hile drawing a 
$19.693-a-year federal salary, 
says he’s ready to start look­ 
ing for another job. 
Hale told a Senate commit­ 
tee Wednesday that he’s had 
little else to do in his four 
years as executive secretary 
of the Federal Metal and 
Nonmetallic Safety Board of 
Review. 
The Associated Press pre­ 
viously revealed that the 
board hasn’t had a single 
case to review during those 
years. Hale told the senators 
he thinks Congress ought to 
abolish both the board and 
his post. 
“ I want you to do it as 
quickly as you can,” Hale 
told the Senate Government 
Operations Committee, which 
is considering a bill by Sen. 
Charles Percy, R-Ill., to 
abolish the board. 
Percy agreed, saying, 
“ There has never been a 
clearer case for any one 
particular bureaucratic re­ 
form as the abolition of this 
review board.” 
The board was authorized 
by a 1966 act and went into 
operation in 1971 to hear ap­ 
peals from noncoal mine 
operators ordered to shut 
down for violating federal 
safety standards. Although 
more than 3,000 such orders 
have been handed down since 
1971, none has ever been ap­ 
pealed to the board. 


Hale testified that he has 
been trying to get the 
message across to Congress 
for some time that the board 
has nothing to do. He said on­ 
ce, in 1973, he was called 
before a House committee to 
justify the board’s existence. 
But no one asked him any 
questions. Hale said.

nvestigator says Evers kept money 


JACKSON, Miss (APi — A 
f 'deral investigator says he 
thinks Fayette Mayor Charles 
Evers diverted funds donated 
to help the town to his owm 
savings account. 
Timmie G. Millis. whose 
Internal Revenue Serve probe 
resulted in a grand jury in­ 
dictment against Evers, testi­ 
fied Wednesday in the third 
day of Evers’ trial in U S 
District Court. 
The black leader is charged 
with evading $52.593 in 
federal income taxes on earn­ 
ings totaling $179.556 in 
1968-1970. The government 
contends Evers reported net 
earnings of $20.220 and paid 


only $3.644 in taxes dunng the 
period. 
Under cross-examination 
by Evers’ attorney. Michael 
Fawer. Millis said the mayor 
had deposited money from 
the Fayette Emergency Fund 
at the State Mutual Federal 
Savings and Loan in Jackson 
and in 1969 opened a $19.000 
account in Chicago. 
Fawer tried to press Millis 
to say that there were no ex­ 
penditures from the Fayette 
Emergency Fund which had 
not been explained in audits, 
but Millis insisted that he 
could not make such a state­ 
ment. 
The fund was set up after 


Evers' election as mayor of 
Fayette, a southwestern Mis­ 
sissippi towTi of 1.700, in 1969. 
He appeared on national tele­ 
vision appealing for funds to 
help the town, saying the pre­ 
vious administration had 
spent nearly all city funds. 
More than $100.000 was 
raised. 
Millis said $19.420 of this 
was deposited in the Jackson 
account, 
Millis said that Evers had 
told him the money deposited 
in Chicago was “ money he 
earned in Chicago before 
coming to Mississippi. The 
mayor told me he had not 
always trusted banks."

The French 
believ ed that the consu ming cou ntries 
cou ld hav e prev ented the disastrou s price 
rise if they had stood together, according to 
the docu ments.

This completely contradicts the popu lar 
impression that France, more than any 
other nation, refu sed to hold the line 
against the oil increase and, thereby , 
precipitated the collapse of consu mer 
solidarity . 


Bu t the docu ments lay the blame on 
Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger, 
claiming he fav ored cooperation instead of 
confrontation with the oil bloc. His pu rsu it 
of a Middle East settlement, it is alleged, 
led him to take a soft line with the Arabs on 
oil. 
“He seemed to . 
. u nderestimate 
economit*s and ov erestimate the Middle 
East 
political 
problem,” 
states 
one 
confidential paper. 


There is no dispu te abou t what happened 
thereafter. The 13 nations, which control 85 
per cent 
of the cru de mov ing in 
international commerce, qu adru pled the 
price of oil. 
The consu ming nations scrambled to 
make 
separate 
deals 
with 
the 
oil 
potentates. Oil that was produ ced in the 
Middle East for 11 cents a barrel su ddenly 
began selling for $11 a barrel. Some frantic 
companies bid u p the price of oil as high as 
$23 a barrel. 
This gav e the Western world the greatest 
jolt since World War U. There was a 
massiv e transfer of wealth from the 
consu ming cou ntries to the dl produ cers. 
The world’s financial sy stem was strained 
to the breaking point. And the indu strial 
nations were plu nged into an economic 
"crisis. 
Now the oil potentates, ev en as they are 
wallowing in their new wealth, are talking 
abou t raising prices another $1 per barrel 
in September. This continu ing economic 
assau lt u pon the dHmporting nations has 
cau sed more damage than a military 
attack. 
Sen. Frank Chu rch, I>Idaho, a power on 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
is preparing to challenge the U. S. policy of 
placating the oil-ex porting cou ntries.

Spanish officials like to say that ev ents in 
Portu gal, where the Commu nists are 
gaining power within the ru ling Armed 
Forces Mov ement, really don’t hav e that 


mu ch influ ence in Spain. Spaniards don’t 
look u pon Portu gal as a model, despite 
some obv iou s political similarities that 
ex isted for 35 y ears before the Portu gu ese 
rev olu tion. 


Bu t what’s happened on the western end 
of the Iberian peninsu la has indeed left its 
mark on l^ in — psy choli^cally , if no 
other way . 


“Portu gal’s rev olu tion has encou raged a 
sense of impermanence and impending 
change here,” say s a foreign diplomat in 
Spain. “It’s made people aware that no 
institu tion is eternal.” 
Spaniards can be pardoned if they 
believ e 
in 
eternal 
institu tions. 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco has ru n a 
right-wing dictatorship since the end of the 
Danish Civ il War. He is the only pre-World 
War U head of state still in office. For a 
while last su mmer, after su ffering a near- 
fatal stroke. Franco relinqu ished power to 
his hand-picked su ccessor. Prince Ju an 
Carlos, bu t he recov ered and, althou gh 82 
y ears old and frail, once more is in chaige. 


Nev ertheless, for a long time Spaniards 
hav e been asking, “After Franco what? ” 
The Portu gu ese situ ation has intensified 
specu lation. 


Assessments of Portu gal’s influ ence on 
Spain depend on who’s doing the assessing. 
TTie far right 
sees Portu gal as 
a 
confirmation of their worst fears, a 
warning to tighten the^ screws or face the 
same kind of leftist takeov er. Moderates, 
on the other hand, contend that the way to 
av oid a far-left tilt is to ease u p on 
repression now. They ’re bu oy ed by the 
strong showing ot Socialist and moderate 
leftists in the recent Portu gu ese election. 


All sides generally agree that important 
basic differences ex ist between Spain and 
Portu gal which lessen the likelihood of 
Spain going the same way . 
One is the military . The Spanish army 
has not gone throu gh a colonial war like the 
one which helped radicalize Portu gal’s 
y ou ng soldiers. The Spanish armed forces 
are said to be more interested in keeping 
order than in reforming society . 


Another difference is seen in the ^ n is h 
Commu nist party . It does not kowtow to 
the 
Ru ssian 
line, 
as 
Portu gu ese 
Commu nists do, bu t rather is more in the 
sty le of Italian or French Commu nist 
parties, willing to join a national-front 
gov ernment with Socialists and other 
leftists. When Spanish Commu nist leaders 
v isited Portu gal, they were gu ests of the 
Socialist party there, not the Commu nists. 
Probably 
most 
important, 
Spain’s 
economy is far stronger than Porti^ars. 
Ov er the last 10 to 15 y ears, Spain has been 
one o i the economic su ccess stories of 
Eu rope. It boasts a bu rgeoning middle 
class which owns homes and cars and has a 
personal stake in what happens. 
Spain’s au thoritarian gov ernment has 
gradu ally relax ed some restrictions on 
personal freedom. The Catholic chu rch has 
become more liberal. Labor organizations, 
legal and illegal, are demanding more 
rights. There is still a long way to go, and in 
fact, some tightening u p has been noted in 
recent months — perhaps in response to 
ev ents in Portu gal. One Spanish woman 


su ms things u p this way : “We’re a free 
cou ntry — ju st be carefu l what y ou say in 
pu blic.” 


If an election were held today , Spain 
wou ld probably v ote mu ch as Portu gal did, 
with center-leftists polling abou t 75 per 
cent of the v ote. Commu nists 10 to 15 
per cent and the far right 10 to 15 per cent. 


Bu t as in Portu gal, that may giv e a 
misleading pictu re (A who wou ld actu ally 
control the cou ntry . For the far left and far 
right are the best organiz^ grou ps in 
Spain, and no strong indiv idu al leaders 
hav e emerged. 


The common prediction is that when

Police dismantle 


bomb in crowded 


school stadium 


SAN JOSE, Calif. {AP) — A time b omb 
hidden in an athletic stadium where 
more than 4,000 persons were watching a 
high school graduation was dismantled 
b y police only five minutes b efore it was 
set to explode, authorities said Thurs­ 
day. 
Investigators hunted for clues to the 
makers of the b omb , which was spotted 
b y pupils Wednesday night at the Lehigh 
High School graduation. 
Police technicians said the deactivated 
b omb contained “smokeless powder” of 
the type used to make b ullets. One police 
official describ ed it as a fragmentation 
b omb “designed to kill and m aim .” 
No warning was given that a b omb had 
b een* taped to one of the b leacher seats 
where 600 graduating seniors sat. Had 
the b omb not fallen to the ground where 
it could b e seen, said police, it would pro­ 
b ab ly have gone off. 
“Just after we were seated I looked 
down and saw this thing that looked like 
a b omb ,” said senior Cathy Colb y. 
School officials b rought over reserve 
officer Dennis Smith, who ran the b omb 
ab out 40 yards to the stadium goal posts 
and placed an unmarked patrol car 
b etween the b omb and the crowd.

Indications of new 
Soviet- Chinese feud 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet Union’s 
official press is flooded these days with 
anti-Chinese m aterial that indicates a 
new intensity in the Soviet-Chinese feud. 
A m arked upsurge in the past few 
weeks of articles and comments range 
from accusations that Peking wasn’t re­ 
ally happy ab out the Communist victory 
in Vietnam to an article implying that 
Chairman Mao Tsetung had his son li­ 
quidated. 


Western specialists who watch the Soviet- 
Chinese war of words say it prob ab ly is a 
reaction to recent Chinese diplomatic 
moves around the glob e and b etrays Soviet 
concern. 


One specialist cautioned that the pro­ 
paganda increase b y the Soviet Union 
“doesn’t necessarily mean anv increase 


in real tension” b etween the two coun­ 
tries. 


M arshal Andrei A. Grechko, Soviet de­ 
fense minister, made a hard-line speech 
,May 28 to military cadets and told them 
imperialists are trying to form a united 
anti-Soviet front with Peking. 


Grechko said Peking “ had openly 
taken the path of struggle against the 
Soviet Union” and was hindering Soviet 
policy “b oth in the West and in the 
E ast.” 
Of the Soviet leaders, Grechko has 
b een the most outspoken lately on the 
sub ject of China. The Soviet press has 
carried the b urden of the campaign, 
which can include a half dozen attacks a 
day in b ooks, magazines, journals, news­ 
papers and the Soviet news agency Tass.
